EDWARDSVILLE — Put the 
‘“‘Hogpen'’ fire out, the Madison 
County Board said Wednesday. 

Employees of. the county's 
Environmental Control Depart- 
ment responded Friday by 
dumping truckloads of sand at 
Hogpen, the smoldering site of a 
fire that began Monday. 

Hogpen is an ijegal dump that 
doubles as a hog. farm for area 
residents. 

At the site Friday, department 
member Tom Hawkins inted 
down from his place on the new- 
ly laid sand to a gully containing 
severa] drums. He said the 
drums may hold hazardous liq- 
uids, The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency advised the 
county to leave the containers 
jntatt so that_an investigation 
can be made. 

The fire, which began Mon- 
day, received areawide media 
sattention. At the County Board

State’s attorney investigating fire

GRANITE CITY — The Mad- 
ison County state’s attorney’s 
office is. investigating to deter- 
mine if criminal charges should 
be filed as a result of the *‘Hog- 
pen” fire near Eagle Park. 

“We want to find the owner 
and find out who’s been dump- 
ing there,’’ State’s Attorney 
Dick Allen said Friday. ‘“‘We 
want to know if people are 
dumping there with the owner’s 
permission or if it is-just a his- 
torical dumping place. 

“There are some places 
where people dump -late--at 
night and it’s almost impossible 
to catch them. This may be one 
of those places. ‘But I remem- 
ber a couple of years ago being 
down at Eagle Park on another 


matter and there was some old 
guy who owned land and 
allowed people to dump there 
to make money. 

“I haven't been there (to the 
fire) but if it’s in the place I 
think it is then I know periodi 
cally when I go by stuff is 
burning. It appears it’s going to 

a nuisance, especially with 
summer coming along."' 

Allen said his office is check- 
ing the possibility of illegal 
dumping. He also the state's 
attorney's office will assist ‘if 
the linois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency needs help to 
investigate the site. 

A regional spokesman for the 
IEPA in Collinsville said there 
were reports of violations at 
the site, including open dump- 
ing and open fires.

Village wants

PONTOON BEACH — Alleged 
lack of cooperation from Illi- 
nois-American Water Co. may 
result in the village having 1,600 
feet of water pipe installed by 
Nameoki Township — with 
water purchased for the new line 
from another source — village 
officials are asserting. 

But the water company said 
Friday it is cooperating and that 
it wants to help arrange for the 
line to be installed. 

The village has been trying to 
reach agreement with Illinois 
American for more than 15 
months, Village Attorney Keith 
Jensen said. The village wants 
an additional 1,600~feet~of tine 
along Illinois ‘162, extending 
water service to both sides of 
the new Interstate 255 inter- 
change. 

Immediate users of a_ new 
water line would be eight homes 
along 162. The water proposal 
has prompted discussions at sev- 
eral board meetings 

The residences needing service 
are located east of the Stallings 
area and east of the existing 
water line, which turns south 
toward the Arlington Heights 
area prior to reaching the eight

SPRINGFIELD They 
laughed. They cried. They remi- 
nisced 

The Metro East POW/MIA 
Vigil Team that trekked here for 
the. dedication “of the Illinois 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial had 
a singular purpose: To stand 
guard at the memorial built by 
the men, women and children of 
soldiers who died or are still 
missing, 4 

The official ceremony, held 
May 7 in Oak Ridge Cemetery, 
attracted more than 35,000 peo- 
ple to see the marble. walls 
etched with the names of nearly 
3,000 Illinoisans who died or are 
still-missing. 

It’s been more than 15 years 
Since the United States pulled 
out of Southeast Asia and the 
Vietnam war 

But members of

These men-have put the hor- 
ror of the war that changed their 
lives behind them.

“It boils down to a war that 
really isn’t over,’’ Junk said 
‘‘We don’t want anyone to cry 
for us. We just want people to 
realize that there are sill sol- 
diers over there. The war isn’t 
over until the last soldier is 
home." 3 

It is midnight May 6. The 
clear sky gives way to a breeze. 
The temperature is dropping, 
but the vigil team doesn’t seem 
to-notice the relative chill: 
: The men, their wives and

some of their children will par- 
ticipate in the vigil tonight. 

The team members start the 
quarter-mile walk from their 
hotel to the large trailer across 
from the cemetery. They will 
relieve another unit that has 
been standing watch and begin a 
four-hour shift. 

No liquor is aJlowed at the 
trailer; everyone who partici- 
pates must be dedicated to the 
cause and give it full concentra- 
tion. Majeski and Spiker take 
the first 15-minute shift. They 
march to the gates of the ceme- 
tery. Two military police officers 
stand guard outside the gates 

Majeski and Spiker stand with 
rifles at a 45-degree angle from 
the ground. They stand motion- 
jess for 15 nrinutes: 


But there were times when 
these men didn’t stand: still 
They can remember every hill 


they climbed and every battle 
they fought. ; 

And a memory they can’t 
shake is their knowledge that 
soldiers still haven't come home 
from a war that they call “all 
political.” 

“There are still 104 soldiers 
missing from Illinois alone,” 
said Straton. ‘And even though 
we didn’t receive a welcome 
home when we came back, they 
will get one from us someday."’ 

The vigil team’s struggle to 
bring POWs and MIAs home 
may be a long one. But the 
members intend to spend their 
spare time standing vigil in 
hopes that one day they can 
throw a welcome home party for 
them. 

It is something they never 
had. - 


“I remember coming into the 
Chicago airport and sitting with 
a couple of my friends,” said 
Spiker of his return from 18 
months in Vietnam. ‘A group of 
hippies came up to us and asked 
if we were in the war. 

“We said ‘Ye: and one of 
them,-called me a_baby-killer 
and spit in my face. That is 
something that ‘will never wash 
off. Twenty years down the road 
and I can forget the horror that 
I went through, but I was no 
baby-killer.

BELLEVILLE — There will 


be-no more varsity sports at 


Granite City Campus. 

The BAC -Board of Trustees 
voted Wednesday night to elimi- 
nate the athletic program at 
GCC and to adopt a single ath- 
letic charter for the community 
college district. 

Under NJCAA rules, a coliege 
district operating under one ath- 
letic charter cannot have teams 
competing in the same sport at 
two different campuses, said Jay 
Harrington, the athletic director 
at the Belleville campus. 

The board vote was 4-3, with 
board chairman Elizabeth Jen- 
ner-and trustees Kay Bennett, 
Robert Dintelman and Van 
Smith voting to dbolish athletics 
at GCC while trustees Ted 
Farmer, Larry Reinneck and 
Dan Wolford voted against the 
measure. The vote followed 
about 30° minutes of board dis- 
cussion, 

Farmer and Reinneck both 
said they felt GCC students were 
being unjustly punished. 

“The bottom line (of athletics) 
is self-esteem,’’ Farmer said. ‘‘I 
think we should add, not cut, 
programs. I think it’s a shame 
we're even considering it.” 

“That campus needs to have 
something it can call its own,” 
Reinneck said. “Are we going to 
keep taking things away because 
they’re not successful?” 

GCC athletic director Terry 
Collins had said Wednesday 
afternoon he would be disap- 
pointed from a personal stand- 
point if the athletic program was 
dropped, -but that he could 
understand the board’s decision 
from an administrative’ stand- 
point. ; 

Collins said ‘this phone had 
not been ringing off the hook” 


DON’T MISS THIS 
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over the proposal to drop athlet- 
ics at GCC. 

The board's action means 
GCC’s soccer and wrestling 
teams will be moved to. the 
Belleville campus. GCC’s men’s 
and women’s Daskelball teams 
and the women’s volleyball team 
will be eliminated since similar 
teams already exist at the Belle- 
ville campus. 

Collins plans to remain:as the 
director of student activities and 
intramurals at -GCC.- Soccer 
coach Larry Petri will likely 
remain.in that. position at the 
Belleville campus. Wrestling 
coach Alan Grammar has anoth- 
er job in Granite City and may 
or may not continue as coach at 
Belleville, Women’s basketball 
and volleyball coach Mary 
Begley was planning to go back 
to school and would not have 
been coaching next year any- 
way, Collins said. 

In- making its decision, the 
board adopted the recommenda- 
tion of an athletic committee 
comprised of administrators and 
faculty members ‘who had voted 
7-1 at a meeting last week to 
drop athletics at GCC. Harring- 
ton cast the only dissenting vote; 

Dr. Wayne Clark, president of 
the Belleville campus, said the 
committee made its decision for 
five main_reasons, including the 
fact. the GCC_ teams were not 
being funded at a competitive 
level and the feeling that GCC 
athletes were not getting the 
proper academic training. 

Interim Chancellor B.J. Davis 
was quick to point out, however, 
that GCC students were not 
receiving a subpar-education: 

““I would not want to leave the 
impression that the level of “edu- 
cation is anything less than qual- 
ity,’’ he said. 

Clark also said the elimination 
of athletics at GCC could save 
the college as much as $25,000.
